A report was circulated again yester- 
day that Judge Kenesaw M. Landis. 
would soon present his resignation | 
from the federal bench. The report fol- 
lowed action in the senate jidiciary 


committee indorsing a bill drawn by | 


Senator Dial of South Carolina which | 
would make it an offense for a judge’ 
in the United States courts to hold at 
the same time any other position of 
pecuniary profit. The committee acted 
on Monday. 

It was said that the judge was moved ' 


the matter has not yet reached the | 
floor of the senate. 


Landis Refuses to Confirm. 


Judge Landis took a noncommittal 
attitude wien asked for a statement 
concerning the report, which in rumor 
placed the date ‘of his retirement at 
June 1. The judge was seen at his 
apartments at the Chicago Beach hotel. 

“We understand you propose to re- 
sign from the bench shortly,” a re-| 
porter said to the judge. | 

“Have I got to be denying these re- 
ports every week?” the judge coun-| 
tered. 

“ Then it is not true?” 

“I won't be quoted on the subject,” 
said the judge. “ When I get ready to. 
take action in this matter, I will do it 
myself. At such time 1 will] take yee | 
into my confidence.” 


His Earlier Statement. 


Last March, after the hearing of the 
charges of Representative Welty of 
Ohio that the judge was acting im- 
properly in holding the baseball job 
had been passed over to the present 
congress, Judge Landis said: 

“ There is a method by whiel? a fed- 
eral judge may be removed if he Is 
unsatisfactory, and that is by impeach: | 
ment. But they will never impeach ! 
me. If both houses of congress by a 
majority vote pass a resolution ex. 
pressing disappointment at my at- 
tempt to benefit 10,000,000 persons who 
have a whole hearted interest in base- 
ball, I will send my resignation as a 
federal judge to Washington by tele- 
gram.”

I, 
am opposed to the confirmation of Mr. 
My objection is based upon 
two grounds: 

“First—He was a delegate to the! 
Republican national convention, bound 
under the law of North Carolina to, 
vote for the candidate receiving the 
majority of votes in the presidential 
preference primary there. I received 
in that primary three times as many 
votes as my opponent. ; 

“ Blair, as a delegate to the national 
convention, did not obey the mandate | 
of the primary. He violated the law 
and betrayed his people. He is now 
nominated to the most important ad- 
ministrative office in the United States. 
He administers tax, prohibition, and 
other laws. A man who will violate 
his own state’s laws is unfit to admin- 
ister the nation’s laws. ; 

“The second objection to Mr. Blair | 
is because the secrecy maintained 
concerning tax returns is involved in 
some obscurity. Mr. Biair’s father-in- 
law is one of the richest, if not the 
»richest, man in North Carolina. He

Instructs the Cabinet. 

The president. also took up the sub- 
ject at the cabinet meeting and made 
it clear that over experditures must 
stop. He told his secretaries to in- 
struct their bureau heads that no de 
ficiencies were permitted this year and 
that work which cannot go forward be- 
cause of lack of congressinal appropri- 
ations must cease. 

Out of the discussion came the sug- 
gestion that an emergency commission 
be created to pass on deficiency ex- 
penditures. This could be done In con- 
nection with pending budget legisla- 
tion. It was suggested that authority 
be denied to departments to incur de- 
ficiencies and that all emergencies be 
put up to the proposed commission for 
authorization.
